The University of Toronto, Western University, and Fanshawe College require that residents have a va 
students have a legally protected right to request an exemption as outlined in the Immunization of Sch 
Students considering living in residence can access our Guide for Students Seeking Residence Vaccir 
developed by the CCCA’s ethics and legal department. 


3. COVID-19 vaccines are not FULLY approved in Canada. 


The current COVID-19 vaccines are being administered in Canada under “Interim Order” for emergenc 
means that they have conditional approval until the phase 3 trials are completed in 2023. At present, tl 
experimental. In the interest of informed consent, anyone advocating for or administering vaccines shc 
forthcoming with information that COVID-19 vaccines are experimental. 


4. Only fully approved and licensed vaccines have ever been enforced in schools. 


Because the current COVID-19 vaccines are only under “Interim Order” for emergency use, there is nc 
them to be mandated in schools. 


5. Educational professionals are not legally qualified or permitted to prescribe, recommend, fac 
pressure students to take the COVID-19 or any other vaccine. 


If you are concerned that a teacher is endorsing vaccines for students, consider reminding them that tl 
legal position to do so by sharing the Notice to Schools Letter developed by the CCCA's ethics and lec 


6. Educational institutions who have or are considering mandating vaccines for students have 
to do so. 


No experimental vaccines have ever been mandated in Canadian schools. If you would like to raise th 
mandatory COVID-19 vaccination in schools, please utilize the Notice to Schools Letter developed by_ 
ethics and legal department.
